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Car Leasing 
Still Studied 
By Council 


Finance Committee 
Clarifies Position 
In Feud With Devon 


Council has not dropped plans to 
lease new vehicles for the police 
departm ent and the adm inistra­ 
tion jum ped the gun Thursday in 
assuming r e p a i r s ordered for 
wornout cruisers was anything but 
an expedient dictated by em ergen­ 
cy, the finance com m ittee said to­ 
day. 
The com m ittee declared it felt 
the lease plan was “ a good deal" 
and was ready to go ahead with 
arrangem ents 
for 
at 
least 
two 
cruisers until it learned Feb. 28 
from the County Budget Commis­ 
sion at Lisbon that the city’s gen­ 
eral fund income for 1957 will be 
cut by $33,000. 
Faced with the sharp drop 
in 
income, the committee said it de­ 
cided to "hold up on leasing the 
cruisers until we could analyze the 
figures and complete the budget 
for this year”—a job that probab­ 
ly will be finished before the end 
of the month. 
Repairs arranged Thursday to 
return two cruisers to service was 
not the final answer to the prob­ 
lem of police cars, but it was the 
only action that could be taken on 
such short notice, the com m ittee 
declared. 
The statem ent on behalf of the 
finance com m ittee was issued by 
George W. Hales, chairm an, in an­ 
swer to declarations Thursday by 
Mayor Arnold W. Devon and Safe­ 
ty - Service Director William C. 
Heasley that plans to repair two 
cruisers to get them back in ser­ 
vice was a "w aste of money." 
The police departm ent had two 
vehicles in service today—a Ford 
cruiser and a jeep. Plans to repair 
a Chevrolet cruiser were called off 
in 
mid - afternoon

by 
Mayor Devon when he was advised 
by a M arket St. garage that the 
job would cost $400 to $500, com­ 
pared with the original estim ate of 
$100 to $150 that was given Coun­ 
cil’s committee. 
"I told them not to go ahead 
with the repair, because after all 
that would have been throwing 
away $400 to $500," Mayor Devon 
said. 
Here’s the text of the statem ent 
Issued for the committee by Coun­ 
cilman Hales: 
"The Council finance committee 
has always tried to co-operate with 
the adm inistration in regard to the 
cruisers. W’e realize the cruisers 
are wornout.

House Starts 
‘Cooling Off’ 
Iii Farm Rift 


Compromise Sought 
In Difference On 
Subsidies Proposal 


WASHINGTON (JI - The House 
today started a four-day cooling- 
off period as farm leaders sought 
to 
compromise 
partisan 
differ­ 
ences' over proposed new farm 
subsidies for corn and feed grain 
growers. 
The legislation was proposed as 
a m eans of reducing production 
gluts 
which 
have 
forced

prices in the Midwest Corn Belt. 
But it brought two days of heated 
and often personal wrangling over 
rival Republican and Democratic 
proposals.

House killed by a seven-vote m ar­ 
gin a Republican proposal to give 
corn growers an expanded plant­ 
ing allotment and a price support 
floor of 75 per cent of parity.

One to 3 inches of new snow' was 
forecast for the trk -tate area to­ 
day in the wake of a late-winter 
storm that blanketed the area with 
up to 4 inches, snarling traffic, 
causing a rash of minor accidents 
and interrupting bus transporta­ 
tion for area schools. A landslide 
occurred near Newell. 
The Ohio Valley m ay get still 
m ore snow Saturday. 
The snowstorm developed about 
midnight after an evening of light 
rain that followed snow squalls and 
by 3 a. rn. all highway crews in 
Columbiana, Hancock and Beaver 
Counties were called out to spread 
cinders and salt in the deepening 
fall. 
There were numerous tieups on 
hills until ash crews could reach 
the scene and this morning the 
State Highway Departm ent crews 
from Leetonia ceased cindering 
and installed plows to clear roads 
of slush before the approaching 
sub-freezing tem peratures due to­ 
night. 
Edwin Copeland. U. S. w eather 
observer at Millport, recorded the 
official high m ark of 4 inches of 
snow, but numerous householders 
had as much as 6 inches in their 
yards, especially in the hilltop sec­ 
tions. 
Dam 8 reported 3 inches as did 
E. O. Harsh, supervisor of the 
state garage at Leetonia.

Pottery Union 
Hits Imports 


Members Urged To 
Ask Aid Of Congress 


Pointing out that two p o t t e r y 
plants employing 1,500 have been 
forced out of business by foreign 
competition in the last two months, 
the International Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters asked its 30,000 
m em bers today to write their sen­ 
ators and congressmen to urge ear­ 
ly hearings on a bill that would es­ 
tablish quotas for imports, includ­ 
ing ceram ics. 
The Potters Herald, official pub­ 
lication of the IBOP, said the m eas­ 
ure is House Resolution 2815, known 
as the Lanham import quota bill. 
The IBOP said E. L. Wheatley, 
president, has appealed to Rep. 
Jere Cooper, chairm an of t h e 
House ways and m eans com m it­ 
tee, requesting a subcommittee “ be 
called into the earliest convenient 
session for the purpose of giving 
all parties interested in the quota 
bill an opportunity to present evi­ 
dence in support of this highly- 
im portant legislation." 
The union declared that "the in­ 
flux of foreign ware into the United 
States has dealt a serious blow to 
the ceram ic industry over the last 
three years, throwing m any m em ­ 
bers of the IBOP out of work or re­ 
ducing them to part-tim e employ­ 
m ent." 
It said the shutdown of two firms 
holding contracts with the IBOP 
can be traced directly to compe­ 
tition from low labor cost foreign 
nations, citing the suspensions of 
the Paden City Pottery Co. at Pad­ 
en City. W. Va., and Southern Pot­ 
teries, Inc., at Erwin. Tenn. 
It said the m ajority of the 1.500 
persons employed at the two plants 
are 40 or older and cannot find 
work readily in other industries.
